EXTERNAL CONTROL PARTS 

TOP LEVER ■ The top lover c^antrols Ihe locking of the breech of 1he barrels to the receiver. 
To open the gun, move the lop lever to its extreme ^^ght haad posiiiqn and ease down the 
barrels. The top lever ^viil redTiain in the "open' position until Ihe barrels again closed and 
locked, when the barrels are closed the top lever automatically returns to the cenier posftion 
and the gun is ready to frre. J^ote: when closing the barrels do not retard ihe top leaver or 
impede it's movemeni io cenlor position. Il is not necessary thal The top lever return to a 
completely centered position: in fact, it usually will rx>t do so in a new gun. The breach fit on 
a new gun is very tight and will not close ccmpleiely if sand or foreign matter acclimate. 
Thus, if the breach does not close compfelely activate safelyp point gun m safe direction, 
and unload gun, Theu examine the action and remove loreign mntter. 

BARREL SELECTOR - The barrel selector button is part o( !he automatic safety button 
located on ihe top tang dirccily behind Ihe top opening lever. When the lelter "S" is visible, 
as it is after cocking the gun. ihis indfcates that Ihe gun is rn the sate mode). 

When the switch is moveef to the rigfil side you have selecled me lower barrel With Ihe 
swiich moved to the I aft ytxj have selecled the uppoi barrel. The recoil from th-e first round 
will set up the other barrel for Ihe nexl shot. Barrel soioction can only be made with selectar 
in safe positiori- 

When Ihe sefector button is pushed forward to cover fatter ”3". Ihe gun will be off ^1ety and 
ready to stioot. 

EXTRACTOR ^ Extractor partially extract all cases tor easy lamovaJ by hand. 

RECEIVER - The reoeivors of all Sabatti shotguns are machined trom one block of forged 
stfiGl and then they are heat treated to give them strength and durability. 

BARRELS ■ Tho b^^^els are made of chrome moUy steel with ateol mono blocks. All barrels 
arc proof lested lo 50% mo^e than normal chamber pressures to insure Their safety 
Markings on barrel reflect proof house markings. 

STOCK AhtD FOREARM - The stock and lorearm are a high gloss wood and do not requjre 
oiling as Ihe metal parts do. Since These parts are vyood vve recommend that you ireal them 
with care. 


DIRECTION FOR ASSEMBLY 

Make sure that gun is unloaded and pointed ir^ a sate diroction at all Ijmes. There is no 
excuse tor not being careful. 

1 . Remove barrel and toreanri front their plastic covers and remove forserm from barrel If 
forearm is ettached lo barrel, remove it by releasing forearm latch lever and sliding 
forearm oH. Never force forearm on or off. 

2. Remove stock and action fmm plastic covor end lubricate all ccmtaci points with light oiL 
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3. To attach barrels and torEarm to receiver, hold the receiver at ?he pi&tol gnp and XucH the 
biJtt section between your body and arm above wjaisl. Hold bairel from underneath with 
the nlher hand and book barrel Trunnions over recesses with barrel pointed do we at 45 
degree angle Id receiver. 

4„ Witti the top lever pushed to the lighl. pivot the barrels upward untit they are Jacked Into 
tJ-ia receiver. This is a very ligJn fit. If binding is felt, slop and try again. Do not force!!! 

5. To attach tne foreaim to the barrels, hold the gun by the barrels and rest stock on your 
leg. Wrm forearni at 30 degree angle to barrel, slide the rear portion of foraarm onto 
receiver. Fir lugs of foreann Into receiver bottom. Gently pivot the forearm onto the barrel. 
Make sure the forearm latch is cfgsGd (laying flat again&i lorearm}. tvle^er force the 
forearm onto the barrel, it will crack or bs damaged if torced.

DIRECTION FOR DISASSEMBLY 

Make sure the gun is unloaded and pointod in a safe direction. Make sure the safety is on. 

Thene is no excuse for not being careful. 

1. Remove forearm from barrel by releasi/ig torearm latch and pivotir^g forearm away trom 
barrel. 

2. Remove the barrels from receiver by grasping the stock at the pistol grip and placing the 
stock between your am and body wilh trigger guard ctawn 

3. Wilih one hand holding the barrels, push thg top l-ever to the right until it locks into 
position. Gently let (he barrels pivol dov^riVi^ard till ths-y sra free of the receiver You may 
reattach the forearm to the barrels for storage. Follow steps outlined in assembly but only 
lock forearm on harreE. 

4. We strongily recommend that the lop lever be moved back to the middle posilion. To 
accomplish this, push lever to right and depress the top lever relaacQ button located Ori 
the ypper left corner of the breach face, near the top of ihie receivar. (Soo Fig. 2) 

5. To slofe gun tor long period of time vue recommend fhat you use dummy rounds jn 
chambers and release both triggers. Thus tiring pin springs will be in neutral position and 
chambers Vi^ill be protected from dust. 


TO FIRE YOUR SHOTGUN 

1. Make sure the gun is pointed in a sale direction and that you are wearing ear and eye 
protection. 
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2. Engage safety. 

3. Open gun using top \^v^j (push to fight) and rnspBOt that barrels are free ol blockage. 

4. Make sure that firing p-;ns are not protrudfng from breach face. If they are. stop procedure 
and relurn gun to manyfaclore. 

5. Load correct cartridges into chambers and close gun. 

6. Do- not remove safety until you are ready to (ire gunil! Barrel salaotio-n can be made a1 
Ihis lime by movFng the barrel selector/safety lo rig hi (biri-er barrel) or to the left for upper 
barreL Seleclor musi be in sate position to make barrel selection. 

7. Put safety back on after fifing. 

6. After firing one barrpl it is nor necessary to move selector sv^itoh to other barret, simply 
rolease trigger lo original position aind pull trigger only when you aie ready to fire second 
round. 

Warning if you have a hang lire do not op&m gun for 60 seconds" 

TO UN LOAD SHOTGUN 

1. Make sure that Sfun is poinied in safe direction. 

2. Engage safety il not already engaged. 

3. Break open gun ysing top lever, 

4. Remove empty cases by hand. Be careiMi the case may be hot. 

5. Check barrel to see that there are no obstructions. 

6. It IS always a. good idea to check spent cases for deformation. II you see something that 
is oul of the normal, check your gun out thoroughly. If you have a question pfease feel to 
call us or writa us. 


GLEAMING 

Periodically clean Ihe bora with proper cleaning equipment and oi^ all mstgl surfaces with a 

good oil. Make sure tfial Ihe mating surfaces of The receiver end of the barrel are Clean and 

lightly oiJed to ensure proper locking and prevent ^ear. 

WARNINGS 

1. Make sure the emmo That you are using is the correct size and gauge. Chambers marked 
3" magnum will also use 2 3/4" and 3' sbalJ$. 

2. This gun was manufacturad to pretom properly wiih original pans as designed It is your 
duty to make sure any part you buy is installed correctly and Ihgt neither repJac-ement nor 
originals are altered or changed. Your gun is a complex; tool with many parts lhal must 
relEilG correclly to thg other parts. Putting a gun togeiher wrong or witfi modified parts can 
result in a damaged gun, danger, and injury or death to you and others through 
malfunction.

When receiving a gun always open the action and check that it’s unloaded 

Never put your hand over the muzzle of a gun. 

Never leave a gun were it could fall and Sire. 

Always wear protective shooing glasses whon shooing on the range or in field or forest. 

Old or reloadsd ammo may be dangerous. We recommend against using it. 

Spectators should be 1Q feet behind and away from the shooter while loading, firing and
